WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen 
ate rackets investigators called 
for testimony today on reports 
that James R. Hoffa kept on a 
local union's payroll some

LONDON (AP)—The Little Rock integration’story 
was front page news under big headlines in European 
newspapers today. Communist newspapers seized upon 
the story for barbed attacks on the United States. 

A Moscow newspaper, Soviet 
Russia, “Little Rock 
closed the true face of democ 
racy in America.” 

The Communist youth paper 
Kimsomol Pravda, two 
front page columns to a report 
of what it called “terrible 
deeds of white racists” 
said these followed many 
beautiful words about freedom 
of the people in America,”

R. NORMAN MacKENZIE, 

president of the University of 
British .Columbia, has endorsed the 
idea of an eventual liberal arts 
degree-granting status for Victoria 
College. 

At the same time he has urged 
people of this community not to 
attempt to duplicate the expensive 
professional courses in operation at 
the university. 

The. announcement of his position 
on” the’ question “indicates ~ general 
agreement on the plan for a bigger 
Victoria College empowered to grant 
degrees in certain fields. His stand 
is realistic. 

It appears now that everyone 
favors such a development. The ques- 
tions remaining are those of timing 
and financing. 

As far as timing is concerned, 
action should be taken now to acquire 
sufficient property for-a-college big 
enough to accommodate a stddent 
body ranging from 2,500 to 3,000 in 
the years ahead. 

Sueh a college should be designed 
to cater not only to the local and 
Lower Island population. It should 
have facilities adequate to meet 
province-wide needs in the particular 
faculties -for. which - it is. suitable. 
There are many amenities in this 
community which make it ideal as 
a university town. Their appeal 
doubtless will be apparent to centres 
whose students will have to board 
away from home while working 
toward their degrees—that is, to 
residents of towns some distance 
from. Vancouver. 

This need not place the Victoria 
College of the future in competition 
with the university in those fields for 
whieh the college would be suitable. 
Rather would the two institutions be 
complementary. As such, the degrees 
granted here could remain University 
of British Columbia degrees. 

The close co-ordination which has 
existed between the local institution 
and UBC — with highly beneficial 


results to both—should be preserved. 

Development of both’ Victoria 
College and the University of British 
Columbia will, of course, hinge on} 
finances available for expansion. - In} 
this matter the University. has every 
reason for coricern. 

Point Grey has been and is being 
starved for funds. One of the great 
universities of Canada, both in stu- 
dent body and academic stature, has 
tod. many. of its important..depar't-} 
ments housed-in-shacks. The wonder | 
is that the university can do such 
excellent work under the physical 
conditions to which it is subjected. 

Victorians concerned chiefly with 
the expansion of their own college} 
can appreciate the position in which| 
the university is: placed. They will| 
understand, and doubtless wish for | 
the success of, currént efforts. made 
to enlist private suppert — to be} 
matched equally by the Govern-! 
ment for development work at 
Vancouver. 

At the same time, and looking 
further to the future, they must take} 
cognizance of the fact that the time 
will arrive when the university grows 
too big. If Victoria is in a position 
to relieve the pressure of a heavy) 
provincial student population bear- 
ing down on Point Grey, the —uni- 
versity stands to benefit 

Dr. MacKenzie’s statement. has 
done much to clear the air insofar as 
potential conflict of interest seemed 
to be rising between Victoria and 
Vancouver. Interested persons here 
and in Vancouver are traveling the 
same road. They. are seeking to 
advance the . opportunities for our 
young men and women, as well -as

Victoria spent about $520,000 for so- 
cial welfare. However, the province paid 
most of this leaving to Victoria a net 
cost of about $180,000 or a net per capita 
cost of just over $3. 


In 1956 social welfare cost Saanich 
about $150,000 of which the province 
Pays 80 per cent. Thus the net cost to 
Saanich is around $35,000 or a net per 
capita cost of less than $1. Saanich paid 
another $70,000 for welfare as well but 
this sum was recovered from various 
other municipalities so is not counted 
for this comparison. Thus, as things 
stand, Saanich is in a relatively happy 
Position as far as social welfare is 
concerned 

The administration of justice is 
already pooled to a large extent. Most 
justice facilities are shared by the four 
municipalities with costs assessed on a 
use basis, In 1954 the cost per $10,000 
of assessment worked out in round fig- 
ures at $2.2 fer Victoria and $2.9 tor 
Saanich. These figures will probably 
vary from year to year. 

Other services such as public works, 
planning, and_ street lighting, could be

But the ones given should at least 
show the trend of Spending as far as 
Victoria and Saanich are concerned.

Tough Record 

There have been, to name only a few 
examples, the very tough note to the 
Adenauer government, the even tougher 
note to Turkey, the charge that the 
United. States was fomenting war in the 
Middle East, the threatening Gromyko 
interview, a series of fist-shaking Pravda 
editorials, and the deliberately menacing 
tone of the announcement of the Soviet 
test of a long range ballistic missile. 

The new tough line has not been 
confined to talk, moreover. The dispatch 
of Soviet cruisers and submarines to the 
Mediterranean was clearly meant to un- 
derline the tough words. 

In recent weeks the number of U.S. 
Navy contacts with Soviet submarines 
in or near American waters has also 
sharply increased. 

Altogether, among those who are paid 


| to think about such things, there is no 


longer the slightest doubt that Khrush- 
chev, immediately after his triumph, de 
liberately decided to get tough with the 
West. 

All sorts of possible reasons are 
cited to explain this Khrushchev deci- 
sion, from, the newly powerful influence 
of Marshal Zhukoff to the need to disa- 
buse the West of any notion that the

doubtedly the supreme shaper of Soviet 
policy, arid therefore a good part of the 
explanation surely lies in the character 
of Khrushchev himself. 


Everyone who has had contact with 
Khrushchev has carried away one clear 
impression—that he is a gambler, a man 
willing and even eager -to take yreat 
risks. He is also a true believer, a man 
who genuinely believes in the Marxist 
doctrine of the inherent weakness and 
inevitable collapse of the capitalist world. 

One of his most striking character: 
istics, moreover, is a peasant’'s delighted 
pride in the technical achievements of 
Russian science 

In 1955, when the Soviets first dis- 
played their long range Bison jet bomber 
at the Red Air Force Day show, one of 
the American air attaches trained his 
binoculars on the reviewing stand. He 
saw Khrushchev jumping up and down 
with joy, grinning and thumping the 
staid Bulganin on the back. 


New Toys 


Since then Khrushchev has again and 
again displayed this” almost childlike 
pleasure in the shiny new toys with 
which the able Soviet scientists have 
provided the Soviet state. On his visit 
to England in 1956, for example, he 
boasted again and. again of Soviet 
achievements in aircraft, in missiles, and 
in nuclear power, 

Repeatedly in recent months, in notes 
to: Britain; -Prance, ‘West’ Germariy; ‘Tur 
key and Norway, the new. Soviet. missile 
capability has been emphasized threat- 
eningly. 

The notes were signed, for the most 
part, by Bulganin. But the real origin- 
ator was undoubtedly Khrushchev. And 
the Soviet ICBM announcement, with its 
implied threat to the United States, was 
probably written by Khrushchev, and 
was certainly approved by him 

Consider how the world scene must 
look to this man, especially now that his 
scientists have given him, in the ICBM, 
the shiniest and most murderous of new 
toys. 


Gambler's Instinct 


He sees the West, led by the United 
States, unilaterally disarming. With his 
gambler'’s instinct, and his doctrinal] con- 
viction that the West is doomed anyway, 
this must seem ‘to him no time for nego- 
tiation and accommodation. It must seem 
to him, rather, a time to press forward 
boldly, and to take big risks, in order 
to hasten the West's inevitable doom.

WOODEN-LEGGED MAN 


GETS KICK OUT OF BITE. 


ROY, N.M. (AP)—Herman O. Ogren, biologist 
for the New Mexico game department, was gathering 
wood near here when he heard a rattlesnake buzzing. 

He yelled and his companion, Shelvy Lowrance, 
ran. to his aid with a rifle.

The car came to a stop op 
posite the front-entrance of the 
school, inside the line of para- 
troopers. The students got out 
quietly. 

Again, without hurrying, they 


walked across the spacious 
grounds toward the steps. 

The six girls were all wearing 
summer dresses, gaily colored, 
The three boys were in open 
throat shirts. 

Windows on the second floor 
of the school suddenly filled 
with the heads of white stu- 
dents, watching. 

Then the Negroes mounted 
the steps and went inside. It 
was all over in an instant. 

The only excitement now, by
